HONGEONG AND TYPHOONS. 
: ——+-——— 
The Liverpool Fournal of Commerce bas 
published the following able article on typhoons 
and Dr. Doberck's {deas thereon :~ : 


Our colonia! conteniporary, the Hongkong 
Telegraph, belng fally alive to the requirements 
of Aipaasters, not long since devoted an 
exceptionally large portion’ of Its spice to & wey 
clear report of a lectore delivered by Dr, W. 
Doberck, Director of the Hongkong Observatory, 
atthe rooms ofthe British Mercantile Marine 
Officers’ Assoclation of that port. ,Captsia A. 
Tillett, President of the Association, occupled the 
chair; and ‘an Interestlng discussion followed 
the reading of the poper, which was drawn up 
for the purpose of Impressing upon navigators the 
best possible method of banding’a sblp under 
the influence ofa typhoon. This isa sutject 
on’ which. porderous, volumes have been 
written at various times, under every sky, by 
both nautical men and civiflans, vet it is atlll a 
froltfal field for dectded differences’ of 
op'nion, Redfield, Reid, Thom, and P.ddingtoa 
were names to conjure with in the carly 
days of atorm-salling ; more especially Redfield 
and Piddington, who were both connected 
with the shipplog industry. Redfield, an 
American naval architect, first evolved a law 
cut of what had hitherto been a tortuous tangle 
of somewhat “crude and contradictory theorles. 
He discovered that storms of the northera 
hemisphere were nota mere matter‘of chance, 
but subject to definite laws. The winds revolved 


t around a calm central space, while at the same 


tlme the whole whiz!, now spoken of as a cyclone, 
maved bodily onward. Dr. Doberck is scarcely, 
correct, however, in leading. his bearers to Infer 
that theie original Investigators pinned thelr faith 
to the purely ciicolar theory, They.did ncthing 
of the kind. A circle isa simpie geometrical 
figure, and for this reason was chosen as a type 
of the revolation, Glven the circular whirl, and 
the navigator at once knew that the centre of the 
storm bore about eight points to his lelt when 
standing back to the wind in the northern 
hemisphere, and on his right in the southern 
hemisphere. We use the term “about” advisedly, 
for the early cyclonologists distinctly disclaimed 
ary attempt to Indicate’ absoluic. certainty. 
Simplictty and cohvenience were always Jn their 
thoughts, Inasmuch as they were well aware 
from practical experience that a shipin a cyclonic 
storm is not precisely similar to a cosy fireside 
endry land. Dr. Meldrum, of the Maarlilus 
Observatory, may be regarded as the principal 
exponent. of the splral theory, which is a kind 
of cross between the circular whirl af Redfield 
and the centripetal theory of Espy. Since then 
other investigators havo not scrapled to add 
fresh complexity, until a shipmaster of to-day 
scarcely knows whether the centre beara elght 
or fourteen points from him. The angle ol Indraft

Derplte this indisputable fact, {t must not {afic- 
wently happen that those engaged {fn the 
discussion. of cyclones have elther to reject the 
latitade and longitude given in a logbook, ure 
them as they atend, or cook them up to sult 
preconceived: ideas, Should a ship's dead 
reckoning position be a hundred miles from her 
actual position on the face of the waters 
the {oaistance 
on absolate s agreement with the spiral 
theory will only tend to make ‘confusion’ 
worse confounded, As a matter of fact, this 
unavoldsble discrepancy In a ship's gocgraphical 
position may villate every argument based upon 
her obcervations of atmospherical phenomena. 
If no other ship be in the nelghbourhoed to con» 
firm or disprove the observations ol the first- 
menifoned, then sclentlfic rescaich will be better 
served by leaving that part of the chart 
severely alone. B-tter by far have » blank space 
than use a dovbt(al observation, Yet, curl usly 
enough, just where information is scarce, ‘there 
weather-workers errcnrously strain ‘evesy ‘point 
touse obtervaitons from ships which are re fected 
where data are plentiful. Blessed or curaed 
with a fertile imagination, {t is quite possible to 
track a cyclone around the globe, and find that 
the easlest part of the work is where fewest obe 
servations occur, Dr, Dor erck certaloly scored 
heavily is his statement that the mansgement of 
a ship in a typhoon or cyclone greatly depends on 
the way in which she happens to be laden, for as" 
many vestels hays been | wing to the lack of 
pallag, and shifting ballast, as from overloading, 
although thie alone receives special attention by 
the authorities, There is much to be learned 
even néw with respect to cyclonic storms, and 
synchronous weather charte of the whole world 
for each day assist In this direction, Far toa 
much {s required of voluntary observers on ships 
sea.
